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3 former Trump 
aides indicted; 
one pleads guilty

WASHINGTON — The 
special counsel investigat- 
ing Russia’s role in the 2016 
presidential race an- 
nounced criminal charges 
Monday against three for- 
mer campaign aides to Don- 
ald Trump, including his 
former campaign manager, 
marking a new phase in the 
FBI probe of the president’s 
inner circle. 

One of the three repeat- 
edly sought to arrange a 
meeting between then-can- 
didate Trump and senior 
Russian officials in London 
or Moscow, according to 
court documents. 

The meeting did not take 
place, but court documents 
describe an extensive effort 
by Russian officials to gain 
access to the campaign.

that George Papadopoulos, 
a former foreign policy ad- 
viser to the Trump cam- 
paign, is cooperating with 
prosecutors led by special 
counsel Robert Mueller, 
who is pursuing allegations 
that Trump’s aides cooper- 
ated with Russian officials 
seeking to influence the U.S. 
election. 

Paul Manafort, who was 
Trump’s campaign man- 
ager, and Richard Gates III, 
who was Manafort’s top 
deputy and helped run 
Trump’s inauguration, were 
separately accused of a total

The treacherous currents off 
the Jupiter Inlet struck again, 
this time overturning a boat and 
forcing the man on board to 
start swimming for his life.

IRMA FOOD STAMP OFFER

Two of South Florida’s largest 
sporting venues will be used to 
distribute Hurricane Irma food 
assistance after crowds over- 
whelmed county parks earlier 
this month. 

The BB&T Center in Sunrise 
and Hard Rock Stadium in Miami 
Gardens will serve as sign-up lo- 
cations Nov. 7-9 for Food for Flor- 
ida relief efforts. 

The program — a joint effort of 


the state and federal governments 
— offers assistance to people who 
suffered damage and income loss 
during Hurricane Irma but don’t 
normally get food stamps. 

Those who qualify receive 
cards with anywhere from a few 
hundred dollars to more than 
$1,000 that can be used to buy 
food. Payments depend on family 
size, storm loss and income.
